marine spectacle be more enchanting than that which the harbour 
presented, while the sun shone out with a brilliancy that gladdened

At length the royal standard was seen moving towards the quay, 
where it was intended that an address should be presented to her 
Majesty ; and with a rapidity marvellous to those who witnessed it 
for the first time the Fairy came alongside, The guard of honour 
consisted of a detachment from the 4lat Regiment, and wag com- 
munded by Major Malins.

Tire most enthusiastic admirers of Victoria—and none can ad- 
mire or love her more than ourselves, or more than she de- 
serves—could add nothing in their utmost wishes to the glorious 
reception she has met with from our fellow-countrymen in Ire- 
land. It was feared by some, though never by us, that some 
lingering sparks of the late insurrection might occasion a dis- 
play of bad feeling which could not sufficiently be deplored ; 
and, when we think of all the Irish people have suffered during 
the last three years from the accumulated blunders of former 
Governments, it might not have been strange had they in some 
manner testified their discontent, though by no means by pete 
sonal reference to the Queen, But in the happy advent to their 
shores of the most amiable and generous Sovereign in Europe, 
all has been forgotten. One only thought has animated high 
and low—the desire to give her such a welcome as should never 
be forgotten; and magnificently have they accomplished their 
design. In the history of royal welcomes there are none which 
exceed, and but few to equal, that which Victoria has received 
at the hands of her subjects in Ireland, Wherever she has ap- 
peared the most heartfelt manifestations of jo have been dis- 
played. Wer visit has been a jubilee indeed 5 and here, we 
repeat, begins a new chapter In the history of Ireland—a chapter 


of happiness and prosperity. 


While we are on this subject we earnestly entreat attention 
to the address of the Mayor and citizens of Cork. Whoever 
composed this document has the credit of having written the 
very best address of modern days, In the general run of these 
documents there is so much of trite compliment that their 
matter might be expressed in a few lines, and perhaps would 
be as well passed over without comment; but the present cir- 
cumstances of Ireland render every allusion to her distress a 
matter of interest, especially so when her dejected children 
stand face to face before that Royal Lady whose heart is ever 
full of sympathy for those who suffer, and who has testified by 
the most unquéstionable tokens that she is far from being in- 
sensible to the welcome she has received, or to the sufferings 
which render that welcome peculiarly touching and impressive. 

For all who love a genuine expression of feeling, and 1emon- 
strance couched in the most delicate terms, we subjoin the

our profoundest loyalty, and of our deepest affection and attach- 
ment to your Majesty’s sacred person and Crown. 

‘We gratefully beg to express our deep sense of the high honour 
and distinction conferred on us by your Majesty’s graciously con- 
descending to select our city as the place where you and your Royal 
and much-loved Consort pay your yst visit to this portion of your 
kingdom; and we hail with the sincerest feelings of joy and ex- 
ultation your august presence here, and ardently hope that your 
Majesty will be gracious] pleased to cheer and gladden us by 
frequent visits, and thus diffuse pleasure and happiness amongst 
us. We sincerely hope that your Majesty's gracious visit will be 
like those of the Angel of Mercy, with healing on its wings, and 
that it is the harbinger of bright and better days for our country, 
which your Majesty must be aware is passing through a fearful 
ordeal. 

“We know that your Majesty deeply sympathizes in the suf- 
ferings and privations which your people have undergone, and are 
still going through; and we are convinced that nothing would 
afford a Rlaher gratification to your royal breast than to mitigate 
aud relieve those sufferings, and to raise the moral and social con- 
dition of your Majesty’s much and long enduring, but patient and 
faithful, Irish subjects. 

“We trust that your royal advent here will lay the foundation 
of abetter order erantaas than has hitherto existed, be the means 
of fully developing the great and varied natural resourets of our 
beautiful and fertile country, and that its prosperity, and the con- 
sequent comfort, happiness, and contentment of its people, will 
be the glorious and blessed results of your auspicious visit. 

“That your Majesty may enjoy a long and prosperous reign over 
a united, happy, and contented people; and that you, your Royal 
Consort, and family may possess every happiness that this world can 
afford, is the ardent prayer of your loyal and attached subjects, the

Av last there is a probability that justice, though tardy, will 
be done to the generous woman whose claims we have so often 
enforced in these columns. A committee of gentlemen, In- 
cluding the honoured names of Buckingham, Cobbold, and 
others, have resolved to bring Miss Tucker's case at once before 
the public; and for that purpose a meeting in Excter-hall has 
been announced for the 10th instant, at which the Rev. Richard

Thus far we have reason'to hope that Miss Tucker, now in 
her 67th year, will not have to wait for her country’s gratitude 
until it cannot avail her. But we have even better ground still 
for this comforting expectation, A committee of ladies has 
been formed ; and by the list of subscriptions already published 
it is evident that they are doing their duty as only women can. 
We might single out the name of one of these ladies for especial 
praise, but to do so would be invidious. Let us trust that in 
their several ways they are equally earnest and active in this 
meritorious cause, 

We should be sorry to think it needed many words to im- 
press on English justice the claims of such a woman as Miss 
‘Tucker, She has achieved a victory over circumstances 
which we venture to say is unparalleled. Without friends, 
without resources, struggling against ill health and public 
apathy, she has succeeded in founding and carrying to pro- 
sperity an institution which does honour to the country, and 
entitles her name to be placed upon the catalogue of those 
whose glory it is to have been the benefactors of their race. Is 
it possible that we can be so dead to feelings of gratitude—nay, 
to feclings of shame and the credit of our own characters—as to 
leave this glorious woman unprovided for? 

Let us hope that the result of Friday’s mecting will be 
marked and triumphant. Let us hope that so noble an instance 
of generous perseverance, of self-sacrifice in a great—though it 
has since proved an ungrateful—cause, will not go unacknow- 
ledged or unrewarded, And we repeat that Miss Tucker is not 
the only person concerned in the result of the present appeal. 
Public credit is at stake; and for that consideration, were 
there no other, we hope earnestly for success.*

MeLANcuoxy AccipENT.—S1x Lives Lost.—A boat 
belonging to the Rev, Mr. Finlayson, clergyman of the Free 
Church at Lochs, Island of Lewis (says a Scottish paper), went out 
on a fishing excursion. There were on board of the boat Donald 
and Robert Finlayson, sons of the reverend gentleman; Donald 
Macauley, son of Captain Macauley, Stornoway, and three other 
young men. The boat not having returned, some alarm was 
naturally excited, and a strict search was made, when, melancholy 
to relate, it was found bottom up, on an island called Tava, near the 
Bisken Isles. It would appear that the whole of the peal had 
been drowned. ‘This is one of the most lamentable accidents that 
has occurred near the island for many years.

An ACCOUCHEUSE COMMITTED FOR MANSLAUGHTER, 
A coroner’s jury sat at the Townhall, Sheffield, on Saturday last 
and Monday, to investigate the circumstances of a case which 
involved a serious charge against Mrs. Cusworth, one of the 
midwives in the employment of the Sheffield Public Dispensary, 
wno was alleged to have displayed the greatest ignorance and 
inhumanity in attending on a Mra Mappin, of Sheffield, during 
her confinement. Mr. Moor, a surgeon, who was called in by 
Mrs. Cusworth, but too late to be of any service, deposed that he 
found the woman in a most dangerous state, and that he had never 
seen an instance of grosser ignorance and want of skill, or a case of 
more brutal treatment. The coroner summed up, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict of ‘‘ Manslaughter”? against Mrs, Cusworth, who 
was committed to York for trial at the next assizes. In reply to an 
application to admit the prisoner to bail, the coroner stated that he 
had no power to do so; but if application to that effect were made 
to a judge it would, probably, be granted, 


Fire av Hottoway.—On Saturday last a fire broke 
out upon the premises belonging to Mr. Biggs, carpenter and fur- 
niture warehouseman, Holloway, which destroyed his entire stock. 


Great Fire at BALLYSHANNON.—A most alarming 
and destructive fire broke out at Ballyshannon, Donegal, on 
Sunday. It occurred at about half-past one o’clock, just as the 
people were coming from the different places of worship. 


Murper or Two CHILDREN AND ATTEMPTED 
SvuicIpE oF THE MurperER.— At Liverpool, John Culkin, a 
labourer, living in Oriel-street, has murdered his two children, and 
made a desperate attempt upon his own life. The unfortunate man 
had a large family, and had lately been much reduced in circum- 
stances, having been out of work, Last week one of his children 
died of cholera, and on the following day his wife fell a sacrifice to 
the same fatal disease. His bereavement preyed upon his mind, 
and he appeared to be in a very desponding state. He walked in 
and out of his house, and to his neighbours bewailed his loss most 
piteously. He remarked that he never could survive the loss of his 
wife. ‘Io one woman he said, ‘* You will hear of something that 
will alarm you.” During the afternoon and the evening of yester- 
day week, neither the father nor the children were seen, and 
this induced the neighbours to break open the door. The poor 
fellow was found lying by the side of the corpse of his wife, with 
one hand on the bosom of « : he so fondly loved, and from his own 
throat the blood was strea sig, a frightful gash having been made 
in it by his own hand. In other parts of the house his two children 
were Found quite dead, their throats being also cut. There is 
little doubt that in a fit of derangement the father had determined 
to destroy his children, and then to put an end to his own existence. 
‘As life was not extinct he was removed to the Northern Hospital, 
and some slight hopes are entertained of his ultimate recovery. 
On Monday, inquests were held before P. F. Curry, Hsq., the 
borough coroner, conjointly on view of the bodies of James 
Culkin and Catherine Culkin, both children. Jane Kane gave her 
evidence respecting Patrick Joseph Culkin, the father and destroyer 
of his children. After hearing the evidence, the coroner said that 
the safest verdict would be one involving the felony, and the case 
would be dealt with in a higher court. The jury immediately 
returned a verdict of ‘‘ Wilful murder against Patrick Joseph 
Culkin” in both cases. The accused is still at the hospital, and 
very ill, but hopes are entertained of his recovery. He had formerly, 
we tae been in good circumstances. 


Dreap¥ruL Arrempr TO MurDER THREE CHILDREN. 
—SvIcIDE oF THE MotrnuEr.—During the whole of Friday and 
Saturday the greatest excitement prevailed in the neighbourhood 
of Hampstead-road, in consequence of a report which had been 
circulated that a woman had murdered three of her children, and 
afterwards herself, It appears that the woman, who had been 
married for about six years to a stonemason named Chapman, 
resided at No. 19, Henry-street, Hampstead-road, and was the 
mother of three children, aged respectively four and a half, two 
and a half, and one year. ‘The mother, Mary Chapman, had been 
in a very weak state for the last fortnight, owing, it is said, to the 
want of almost the common necessaries of life, the husband having 
been out of work, with the exception of last week, since Christ- 
mas, and had asked her landlady, Mrs. Davies, to procure for her 
a letter for the hospital; this she was unable to do until Saturday 
last, when a lady called at the house with one for her. This was 
about nine o’clock, and Mrs. Davies went up stairs for the purpose 
of giving Mrs. Chapman the letter. Upon knocking at the door, 
she obtained no answer, but heard a low groan from within; she 
knocked several times, but with no better success. She thercfore 
called up alodger, who resided in the next room, and they suc- 
ceeded together in forcing open the door. Here a frightful scene 
presented itself. Stretched on the bed lay the lifeless body of the 
mother, black in the face, with her tongue and eyes almost forced 
out of her head—two pocket-handkerchiefs Bee tied tightly round 
her neck. Hanging to her breast was the poor little infant, endea- 
vouring to draw sustenance from the lifeless mother and on the 
other side of the bed were the two other children, almost in the 
agonies of death, each of them having a pocket-handkerchief tied 
round their necks. Mrs, Davies immediately sent for a surgeon, 
and then relieved the necks of the several parties. One of the 
children was in such a state that it was found absolutely necessary 
to take her to the University Hospital. Upon the arrival of the 
surgeon at the house, he found the life of the mother quite extinct. 
The infant had a wet towel tied round its neck, but, the knot having 
slipped, there was no pressure on the neck, ‘The eldest girl, after 
being at the hospital for some time, was sent home again, as the 
doctors thought it would recover sooner there, it being of too 
tender age for the hospital. ‘The only cause which can be assigned 
for the commission of the deed is that the family were in great 
distress, ‘The husband, onthe morning in question, went to work 
at five o'clock, and about twenty minutes afterwards Mrs. Kin 
heard one of the children say, ‘‘ Oh, don’t, mother, oh don’t! 
but she took no notice of it at the time, as she was frequently in 
the habit of hearing the children cry. he age of the deceased 
was twenty-five years, and that of her husband twenty-four. Had 
it not been for the providential circumstance of the person bringing 
the letter for the sonpieal at the time she did, no doubt both of the 
elder children would have, in a very few minutes afterwards, been 
dead. —A coroner’s inquest was held before Mr, H. M. Wakley on 
Monday, Evidence was given as to the condition in which the 
three children and the body of the deceased were discovered; und 
that the husband was innocent of any guilty share in the transac- 
tion. Both husband and wife were always affectionate to their 
children, but had experienced great privations, In fact the hus- 
band had pawned almost his last shirt for 1s. 6d. The Coroner 
said it was clear that the deceased had committed the act herself, 
and the only question was, what state of mind she was in at the

Shortly after six o’clock her Majesty left the Castle. There was 
a considerable crowd assembled outside, who cheered lustily as the 
royal carriages drove off to the Phoenix-park, 

It would be impossible to describe the excitement attending this 
extraordinary occasion, <A prodigious multitude thronged the 
streets. ‘The windows which commanded a view of the cortege were 
crowded with a bright array of ladies, who have since had their 
turn at the Drawing-room. ‘Towards the reception-room was 
arranged a fantastic combination—soberly attired Quakers, mag- 
nificent town-councillors, deputy lieutenants, doctors of all degrees 
and of every coloured gown, shifting to and fro in the blaze of 
scarlet and blue from the uniforms of military and naval officers. 

St. Patrick’s-hall, which had been decorated for the occasion, 
was very full, even at half-past twelve o’clock. The Protestant 
prelates in their robes, headed by the Primate wearing the coilar 
of St. Patrick; the deputation from Trinity College, Quakers and 
Unitarians, the former with their hats on, and the Roman Catholic 
bishops in black coats and purple stockings, were present In good 
time. Shortly after one o’clock the Corporation of Dublin filed 
across the quadrangle headed by their various officers—one of 
whom, we believe the mace-bearer, wore one of the most surprising 
fur caps ever devised. It is no doubt constructed on good tra- 
ditional warranty, and can be traced up to the earliest ages, but 
certainly civilized gentlemen never donned a more curious beaver. 

The Queen wore a green poplin dress, highly ornamented with 

old shamrocks. She wore the ribbon and star of the Order of St.
